SWIMMING AND DROWNING... 


“The laté steamboat disastefs, which have 
involved a‘great saerifice«of huinan life in 
consequence of the inability to swim, illus- 
trate in a forcible manner, the importance of 
acquiring this art, And we hope it will not 
be long before a bathing ‘and swimming es- 
tablishment, under good management, and 
available for private*practice, will constitute 
one of the’educational institutions of every 
city possessing the” prerequisites of wa- 
ter facilities. We think that such an estab- 
lishment outslit to pay well; but it would re- 
quire’some ‘¢apital, ‘much discretion; and a 
fair'share of perseverance. - 

A -variety of newspaper paragraphs are 
flitting about, which profess to furnish sach 
information as will enable thdse who cannot | 
swim-to save themselves’in the water.--- 
Those*who rely upon such as we have met 
with, will surely pay the penalty of death 
under. such a delusion. “ Drowning men 
catch at straws,” is an old saying; and the 
penalty ‘of catching at the straw isto drown. 
Some-of: the statements we have seen-come 
pretty near ‘the truth, ‘bat -coming as suth 
things should’ do, from’ experienced swim- 
mers only, they ought to be exactly'true, It 
is surprising to find. errors, in:such <moatters, 
and we oan--only account for theni*on?

For instance, one writer says,:that; if a 
man overboard would not attempt to do 
more than let his face remain out of water, 
he would never sink. “Itis his great ‘hea- 


vy head,” says the writer jovosely, “ that 


carries him down.” Another-says, ‘that “ the 
head, having so moch cavity or air spate in 
it, will keepsabove the water, and “this pre- 
vent the body from sinking, if the’ hands are 
not raised out ofthe water.” The first of 
these statements is near the truth, but the 
last is. profoundly ridiculous. Others again. 
give directions to do is and that, and the 
strangling, frightened’ mortal, with eternity 


staring him in the face, will be perfectly | o 


: 


they all: known how to swim. 


safe. We propose a word or two, and if 
what we say should ever save one human 

life in such an extremity. as that. under con- 

sideration, it will be an ample requital. 

The first injanction is, learn to swim, and 
in bathing never go into deep water till you 
know how to get out of it. But there are 
aoany. who take to the. water, in trayel, be- 
fore they can swim; and thus driven into 
an element in which they are perfectly help. 
less, they are hopeless, and death is inevita- 
ble. To a good:swimmer, the idea of a man 
standing and talking of death and eternity, 
within three or four hundred feet of the 
shore, would be ludicrous; were it not for 
the appalling fact... As..it.is, it, is. pitiable. 
No man ought to be in such a condition.— 
We do not-hesitate to say, that, by the two 
recent calamities. on the- Hudson and-Lake 
Erie, not one life would’ have been. lost had 
And this is 
no hibernicism. ‘We mean to say that the 
circumnstances attending each case were 
such that an-ordinary swimmer would have 
been saved. ‘The season. was favorable, 
was prompt, and every soul might have heen 
saved.: Yet in this age of the world, lives 
are lost by hundreds and thousands, because 
people-fail to acquire the simple art of swim 


ming. . It seems to. be utter. wantonness, in 


view. of the easy remedy-that God has lodged 


within the muscles of a man’s legs and arms. 

Now, as to the fact of buoyancy and so 
forth. ‘There is no article of apparel that a 
man wears which assists him‘to float in the 
water. On the contrary, the more nude, the 
more safe. Female apparael can only sus- 
tain the body for a short time; and that de- 
pends, of course, upon the manner in which 
the person enters the water. But a swim- 
mer would overcome for a considerable 
tire the. inconveniences of dress, or throw 
them off in the water. A-st«ut person floats 
lighter than a lean one, and swims easier ; the 
specific gravity of fat being considerably 
less than that of bone. And the proportion 
of flesh and.bone is‘most favorable in the 
water to the man- in» whom the former is 
greatest. 

And, now the main. question arises—will a 
man float or sink in the water if he remain 
motionless? We answer -yes and no, A 
statement before us says: “ If a person falls 
by accident into deep water he will float and 


not sink, if. he lies siill:and does not lift op 


his -hands.”. We say;according to our ex- 
perience and from particular experiment, that 
thig is‘not true. A-man.may.suffer himself 
to full gently into»an; ereet position in the 
water, having his face at’ the sarface, and 
there he will remain so Jong.as his Jungs are 
inflated ; but let him exhale, the.air fron his 
lungs and’ the water 'will close over his face, 
and: he will soon find’ himself sinking gently 
into the embrace of the cooler. deep. Let 
him now strike to the surface, inflate his 
lungs again and dive some six or eight feet, 
‘then roll himself like a ball, rounding his 
back, and he will gradually rise ‘until the 
round of his back will appear at tho surface 
with a circle clear out-of -water, varying in 
size according to the proportion of flesh and 
bone in his body. “Now let him breathe out 
the air into the water, keeping -himself por- 
fectly motionless as..before, and down he 
will go again, In either of these cases, if a 
hand, or. elbow, or-foot be thrust out of the 
water, the body will go under. And as the 
face is the ouly portion of the body that it is 
necessary to keep out-of water for the pres- 
ervation of life, that must be uptarned. Now, 
if it were possible for a person that eould 
not swim-at all to exert such presence of 
mind on entering the water as would enable 
him to keep his breath until his-face. was at 
the surface and then breathe it out quickly, 
and as quickly inhale again,. he would-be 
safe, But such presence of mind never was 
and never will be. practised._é Yet,this, with 
@ movement of the bands gently and_flatly 
downwards, and edgewise upwards would 
keep a man comfortably afloat fora a reason- 
able time. 

Thus it appears, then, that the bnoyancy 
of the body consists in the inflation of the 
lungs, a primary fact we do not see any 
where spoken of, 

The nataral effect of going into the water 
is to produce the “ catching of the breath,” 
as it is called. That is to say, nature 
prompts the lungs to-catch at the air, and 
hold it; but in falling into the water.the 
spasmodic inspiration occurs generally too 
ate, and water enters the Jungs instead: of

We. have. said, enough | to.indicate our con- 
viction that no man unable to swim can sus- 
tain himself in the water without assistance. 
He will certainly drown. But we have atat- 
ed facts which we “know.to.be true, and 
which any swimmer may prove to be true, by 
experiment. These facts prove . to. every 
man that he has‘only to. keep. his fa out of 
water, and that whatever he-may ‘haye to 
cling to, ‘slightly buoyant, i in an-emergency,

A leap 
from a boat down into the transparent depths, 
with the water entwining the body within its 
cooler and cooler embrace, as deeper and 
deeper one plunges below, is a luxury which 
cannot be described. ‘The remembrance of 
it is equal to “ five tickets for a dollar,” with 
the privileges of the imagination.— Balizmore
